At lunch recently, Roger and Dottie Smith, Paul Straubel and | were 
talking fondly of many of our mutual friends in American Income. We 
discussed how great it might be if we could somehow distill the essence of 
whatever magic the Top Producers have in common, and share it with all 
the rest of us.
